Coxey's “Army” Takes 
the Road.

Less Than a Hundred Men in 
the Ranks, 


They March LEizht Miles to 
Canton, V. 


The Tranrpers Shiver in a Snowstorm—The 
Cc der-in-chief's Financial Af- 
fairs in Bad Shape—Sen- 
ator Stewart. 
A scociated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CANTON (O.,) March 25.—In the face 
of a sharp, cold wind that brought 
shivers to the frames of ill-clad people, 
Coxey’s army marched eight miles to- 
day on the road. to Washington. There 
were a few less than a hundred of 
them.” Not to exceed a dozen had over- 
coats or gloves. They had slept last 


. night. in pallets of straw in the airy 


and chéerle§s circus tent, and. they 
were greeted this mornihg by the dis- 
agreeable discovery that no definite ar- 
rangements had been made for feeding 
them. Several hundred-.persons watched 
thelr departure froin Massillon. 

About three thousand. people assem- 
bied at the. temporary camp at Ree- 
durban and a host greeted the cru- 
saders at Canton. A heavy snowstorm 
set in before the details of the camp 
had been completed, and the trampers 
are huddled around roaring campfires. 
About two-thirds of the men enlisted 
made the trip.. Coxey has buried his 
over the non-appear- 
ance of the myriad he expected, and 
is exultant 6ver the handful who are 
prepared for Business. - 

The Masaill camp presented an odd 
sight eafly t morning. No fire was 
permitted in the big tent, but there was 
a heap of Blazing logs outside. Every 
few moments the flaps of the tent were 
parted a ldier of the. common 
weal, ted the fire to drive 
away ths chills. Soon he would, hurry 
back to burrow in the straw for an- 
other nap, and another would take his 
place. The “‘hobos” in the party be- 


army. carried foap. The m

bugle-Gall for breakfast brought 

them together at the tent with a rane. 

The bill of fare comprised bread, cof- 
fee and raw meat. The latter was 
affixed to the ends of. sticks and 
roasted. One group. of five ran 
away in a body after breakfast and 
boarded passing freight train. 
Thirty of the common-wealers spent 
the night as lodgers at the Massillon 
Police station. They comprised two 
entire groups, who could not be found 
when they were needed for picket duty. 
They were on hand for breakfast. 

At 8 o’clock, Marshal Louis Smith, 
otherwise the unknown, summoned the 
men to camp together, and they were 
to number eleven groups. They were 
organized into a commune. Smith 
drilled them for half an hour. He 
has several formalities of 
itary ipline to the rules of the 
common weal. One of them is the 
plan of having them march in files 
in two, and a more surpfising inno- 
vation is the addition of military sa- 
lutes. JA man who shouted: “Here 
Browne.” at the Califorfila reformer. 
half way across the field, was given 
a raking over by Smith. Among other 
things, he said that the proper caper 
was to ask for Chief Marshal Browne 
and salute when his attention is se- 
cured. Thus the despised military sys- 
tem is being introduced, even though 
the companies are called communes 
and the regiments communities. The 
eleven groups consolidated today are 
called the Chicago Commune. 

Two hours before the time for de- 
parture, the tents were pulled down 
and preparation was made for the 
trip. Outsiders were directed’ to leave 
the field and await the common weal 
on the main streets of town. Camp- 
wagons and saddle-horses were brought 
in from Coxlana, and the soldiers had 
a busy time of it. A diversion was 
caused by a bulletin'from Coxiana an- 
nouncing a steamer had just passed 
ree point laden with recruits from Can- 
on. 
nine miles in two and a half hours, 
but only a few men from Canton were 
enrolled. The followers of Coxey in 
this city were jubilant at first this 
afternoon at seeing the number of re- 
cruits that started with the common- 
weal army in its march, but they be- 
came disgusted when told the major 
portion were tramps. The Mayor has 
appointed twelve policemen to assist 
the regular city police when the army 
reaches here Tuesday. While he did 
not apprehend any trouble whatever, 
he made the appointments as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 

There is a well-defined belief that 
Coxey intends to desert the army here 
next Tuesday and goto Chicago on the 
evening. express. Last°Thursday, while 
returning from Pittsburgh, Coxey 
asked a railroad official of this city 
what time the evening express was due 
to leave this city. When informed that 
it left at 8:40 p.m., he said he would 
be compelled to go to Chicago, as he 
had. severa! trotters there that he 
wished to sell on Wednesday at a 
stock sale. Some wagers were offered 
here at odds of 2 to 1, with no takers, 
that the army would disband before it 
reached Pittsburgh. 

In contradiction of the “general be- 
lief that Coxey is wealthy. Massillon 
people told those who came here within 
the past few days that his property 
was heavily encumbered. The reports 
culminated tonight in the atatement 
that Coxey would be obliged to pay 
a heavy mortgage on the stallion .Aco- 
lyte by next Saturday. He bought the 
horse from Col. James E. Pepper of 
cash. A son of Col. Pepper was here 
last Monday and gave notice. so the 
report goes, that ample security would

or there would be legal proceedings 
on Wednesday.

UNITED STATES SENATE, 

24, 1894. 
Gen. J. 8. Coxey, Massiilon, O.—Dear 


Sir: The preservation of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness 
was intrusted to the people under 


the Constitution of the United States. 
A free bailot was the means by which 
the fore:ga people could retain their 
rights, acquired by the patrivts who 
gained the independence and _ estab- 
lished the government of the United 
States. There was a time when the 
ballot placed the control of the gov- 
ernment in Washington's, Jefferson's, 
Jackson's and Lincoln’s hands. Such 
use of the ballot sent terror and dis- 
may to tyrants, despots, and piunder- 
ing oligarchies throughout the world. 

The enemies of justice and human 
rights predicted that the success of 
the bailot was temporary; that man 
Was not capable of self-government. 
The destruction of the ancient republics 
and the repeated failures of the people 
to govern themselves, were cited in 
proof of their contention that despot- 
ism, oppression and Slavery were the 
fate of the human race. There have 
been no Washingtons, Jeffersons, 
Jacksons, or Lincolns elected President 
of the United States in two decades. 
A’ soulless despot of alien origin is 
monarch of the commercial world. His 
name is money. His instruments are 
banks and bonds. His servants are 
administrative and legislative bodies. 

e army you are collecting used 
the ballot to put the army, navy and 
Treasury Department under the con- 
trol of banks aiid bondholders and 
place in the halls of Congress repre- 
sentatives to do the bidding of money- 
changers. 

The ides of November are pproach- 
ing. An opportunity for th people to 
strike for liberty will again be pre- 
sented. The old parties which have 
surrendered the rights of the people 
to the rule of concentrated capital: will 
ask for a renewal of their lease of 
power at the ballot-box. Every move- 
ment of the people to obtain relief 
outside the forms of law will be de- 
hounced as anarchy. The purse- 
Strings of the nation are held bv Con- 
goess, under the dictation of the 
ministration, and the President is com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy 
of the United States. The attempt of 
a starving multitude to march toward 
Washington will furnish an excuse for 
using the power of the governments 
ef the States, and of the United States, 
to put down anarchy and insurrection. 
The vigor with which the laws will be 
executed against starving people will 
be an argument in the next election 
for continuing in power concentrated 
capital as a necessity of maintenance 
of law and order. 

The sufferings of the people are the 
result of electing the men to office 
who do the bidding of the money 
powers, who have destroyed more than 
one-half of the metallic money of the 
world by legislation and cornered the 
other half. Twenty years of uninter- 
rupted rule of banks and bondholders 
has concentrated the wealth of the 
world in the hands of a few, enabling 
them to seize the telegraph, the press, 
and nearly every other avenue through 
which the people can obtain informa- 
tion of the cunning devices by which 
the parasites absorb what the masses 


There ig but one battlefield where 
the forces of liberty on an equality 
can meet and overthrow the enemy of 
human rights. There is not a law on 
the statute books authorizing the Pres- 
ident of the United States to march 
an: army against the. people at the 
ballot-box. Every attempt to place the 
ballot under the control of the Federal 
authority. has thus far been success- 
Yully resisted. Let your army be rein- 
forced by the millions of unemployed 
and by the wealth-producers of the 
nation. and be thoroughly mobilized 
for the battle in November, when a 
victory ‘for the rights of man against 
the despotism of banks and bonds is 
assured. 

Abandon the folly of marching an 

unarmed multitude of starving labor- 
ers against the modern appliances of 
war. under the control of a soulless 
money trust. Such folly will augment 
the power of the oppressor and en- 
danger the safety of the ballot it- 
self. Disorder is all that is required 
to insure the safety of the ballot- 
supremacy of the armed forces of the 
moneyed power at the polls. 
- The Constitution of the United States 
is our charter of liberty. It has been 
subverted by an oligarchy of concen- 
trated weaith. False agents of the 
people have betrayed the trust and 
brought misery and want, when abun- 
dance and prosperity seemed assured. 

Traitors to human rights’ have 
usurped the power of the government 
through the machinery of party, and 
the arts of demagogues. Hurl them 
from power. Trust no man who has 
once deceived you. Let the government 
of the United States administer for 
and not against the people. Use the 
ballot to protect liberty, justice and 
equal rights, and not to elevate to 
power the agents of banks and bonds 
to perpetuate the rule of an oligarchy 
of wealth.

TROUBLE IN TEXAS. 

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.,) March 25.— 
The Southern Pacific officials: here re- 
ceived word tonight that the industrial 
army of 500 were put off the trains 
near Finlay Station, and the trains 
were laid up. The army broke a switch 
lock and threw the switch open, caus- 
ing the east-bound train to take the 
siding. The men climbed on the cars, 
and Conductor Martin pulled them to 
Finlay, where he tied them up, pend- 
ing the arrival of orders from General 
Superinterdent Van Vieck.

The start from Massillon resembled 
the removal of an old-time country 
circus more than anything else. There 
was no Goddess of Peace in the pro- 
cession as Coxey designed, his di- 
vorced wife refusing to permit her 
daughter to go with the army in that 
capacity. Coxey’s son, Joseph, a bo 
of 16, was mounted on a blooded stal- 
lion from the stock farm, and ‘wore a 
military uniform. , 
‘Browne and the other officers were 
sitnilarly mounted, while the 
rode in a phaeton behind one of his 
favorite horses. Mrs. Coxey and her 
three-year-old son rode in a buggy. 
The rank and file of the army brought 
up the rear on foot, following the band 
wagon, which very much resembled a 
gypsy’s traveling conveyance. Before 
the start the noon-day rations were 
dispensed. They consisted of a can of 
salmon and a loaf of bread for each 
group of five, a small slice of ham for 
each man. This seemed to satisfy the 
men, and they marched away with 
light hearts and buoyant setp.

FREEZING. 


Unprecedented Cold Weather for 
March. 
/ 


The Mercury in the Southwest Sinks Below 
Zero—Fruit and Vegetable-grow- 
ers Will be Heavy

ST. LOUIS, March 25.—The freezing 
weather that now prevails throughout 
this section of the Southwest is un- 
precedented for the month of March, 
and is- causing consternation among 
fruit and vegetable growers, who will 
be heavy losers therefrom. Early veg- 


| etables had well advanced and fruit 
trees in many placés had put forth 


buds. as a result of the recent warm 
spell, but now the prospects for a 
good crop have fallen fiat. 

’ In some places in Illinois, -Missouri 
and Southern Iowa; the temperature 
has fallen 10 deg. below freezing, and 
a slight fall of snow is reported at 
one place in the first-named State. It 
is still growing colder. Ice formed in 
this city today, and as far south as 
San Angelo, Tex., it was a quarter of 
an inch thick. The cold snap caught 
the fruit orchards in full blossom, and 
will no doubt cut the crop short. 
FALL OF FIFTY DEGREES. 

MOAWEQUA (IIL,) March 25.—Dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours the 
thermometcr has fallen 50 deg. All 
peaches and cherries in this section 
of Central Illinois are killed. Budding 
fruits and early gardens are seriously 
damaged. It is freezing tonight. 

THE SUN SHONE 

DENVDBDR, March 25.—The sun shone 
out brightly today and melted most 
of the snow that fell yesterday, but 
tonight it is snowing again, and the 
wind is blowing furiously. However, 
it is not very cold, and the snow is 
not likely to interfere with railroad 


traffic. 
IN WYOMING. 

BUFFALO (Wyo.,) March 25.—Last 
week’s blizzard, continuing seventy 
hours. has never been aproached in se- 
verity by any other storm in this local- 
ity. Traffic is entirely suspended, and 
communication by wire with the out- 
side world has only just been restorei. 
Snow is Grifted from tengto twenty feet 
deep in every direction. The mail 
coach took five days in making one trip 
from Clearmont, thirty miles. 

In one 
herd near Buffalo, containing stock 
which had been fed al? winter, over 20 
per cent. perished The loss of range 
stock will Ikely be one-half, which will 
leave scarcely any stock in the country 
this spring. The tremendous snowfall 
insures wonderful grazing next season, 
and thousands of head of stock will be 
driven into the country. 

LOW TEMPERATURE. 

ST. PAUL, March 25.—By 6 o'clock 
tomorrow morning the cold wave which 
has prevailed for the last four days 
will have attained its crest, and the 
temperature will have reached the vi- 
cinity of 6 deg. below zero. This morn- 
ing about sunrise the temperature was 
18 deg. below zero. which was the low- 
est for the month. 

IN MICHIGAN. 

DETROIT, March 25.—Dispatches 
from various sections of Michigan re- 
port the temperature far below the 


freezing point everywhere. The ther- 


mometer registers 10 deg. at Sault Ste 
Marie, at Grand Haven, and 20 deg. 
at Detroit. The cold wave in Michi- 
gan is accompanied by northwest winds 
and light snows in some portions 
Fruit-growers will suffer generally.

mous grant, which is claimed by a 
man named Reavis and his associates, 
‘who have formed a company for the 
prosecution of the glaim. Reavis | has

.testimony in support of his claim. It 
-$@ alleged that he first discovered evi- 
“dence of the claim while he was peat 
.- Ployed in a law-office in St. Louis, an

“voted to making and maturing plans 
for securing the grant. He first ob- 
tained the chain of title from the onmg- 
4nal grantee, Senor Don Miguel Silva 
de Peralta de la Cordoba, to whom it

Silver Steady and Good Business in Stocks— 
Favorable Weather for Crops—The 
Speculative Inquiry Was 
Poor.

LONDON, March 25.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) Money during the past week 
has been in short supply, though the 
demand was somewhat increased. The 
loans from the Bank of England in- 
clude nearly £275,000. Discounts con- 
tinue éasy, and the indications for the 
future point to a lively market. It is a 
fact that treasury bills were sold at 
a discount rate of less than 1%, which 
represents the highest price yet ob- 
tained for two months past. 

Silver remains steady, owing to the 
demand of India and China The busi- 
ness in stocks was more active than 


lexpected considering the Easter holi- 


days and the approaching settlement. 
Prices tended upward with a disposi- 
tion all round to buy. Speculative se- 
eurities were well patronized, chiefly 
in response to improved American and 
continental markets. Many important 
houses express the belief that there will 
be a further demand and a steady ad- 
vance after the settlement. American 
railway securities advanced sharply, 
and the business in them increased. The 
markét opened firm on Wednesday, 
and eontinued to respond immediately 
to any favorable news regarding the 
tariff bill, finally closing strong on the 
belief that President Cleveland would 
veto the seigniorage Dill. 

The weather has been favorable, and 
the winter crops look well. Spring work 
is well forward. The wheat market has 
been quiet, on account of the approach 
of the holidays. The tone has been 
feeble and the speculative inquiry hac 
been poor. Consumptive demand was 
only moderate, and rates were not 
quotable worse than a turn easier. Spot 
trade was quiet. California cargoes 
afloat were quoted at 25s 3d. Red winter 
parcels, just shipped, at 22s 6d. The 
country markets were dull.

THE “MONKEY 


Prof. Garrier Back from 
Africa. 


He Tells of His Experiences in 
the Jungle. 


What He Has Learned of the 
Chimpanzee, 


He Acquires Six or Eight Unpronounceable 
Words —Customs of the Gorillas—Some 
Specimens Which Died in 
‘London.

NEW YORK, March 25.—Prof. Rich- 
ard L. Garner, whose efforts to learn 
the language which he avows belongs 
to ‘the gorilla and chimpanzee, and 
which has earned for him the 
pseudonym of the ‘‘Monkekman,”’ 
returned from his investigations 
in Africa on the Etruria today. The 
professor said then his journey had 
been an absolute success. 

“I left here,’ said he, “in July, 1892. 
After considerable difficulty in securing 
funds and making preparations for the 
journey, I got away from Liverpool in 
the following December. I went through 
the lake regions enough to get in- 
formation about the animals, inhabi- 
tants and condition of the country for 
my purpose. After this journey I 
returned to Lake Foranvaz, through 
which I had already passed. There I 
found a suitable place to erect my 
cage. I located it one mile from the 


lake in a dense jungle, for the gorilla 


will not live.in an open country. It 
was on the south side of the lake, about 
two degrees south of the equator. I 
do not know the longitude, but it was 
one day’s journey to the seacoast in a 
direct line. 

“IT had been advised by the na- 
tives that .it was the best situation 
in southwestern Africa to find gorillas. 
In this locality many had been cap- 
tured by white hunters. I slung my 
cage, with the assistance of three na- 
tives. The cage consisted of a net- 
work of steel rods five-sixteenths of 
an inch thick. I brought it with me 
in e‘ght sections, each six feet six inches 
long. These sections weighed forty- 
five pounds in all. 
three heavy chains passed over the 
roof. As a precaution, a network of 


steel wire was thrown around the rods /| 


as a guard. The roof was made of 
bamboo, and I had with me a canvas 
tarpaulin, in case of rain. My effects 
consisted of household utensils, two 
revolvers, one magazine rifle, one air- 
fun and hollow arrows, filled with 
prussic acid, which I discharged with 
lowguns. The best safeguard I had 
was a device of my own invention. It 
was a bag, like a large canteen, filled 
with concentrated ammonia, to which 
Was attached a hose thirty inches long, 
with a nozzle, through which I couid 
force the ammonia, which would suffo- 
cate a gorilla ten feet away. The 
cage stood on a foundation three or 
four feet from the ground. 

_“T had no phonograph, as the one 
erdered from Edison on May 3, 1893, 
never reached me. I had the in- 
voice, and was very much disap- 
pointed at not receiving it, as it.would 
have aided me very materially in my 
experiments. Unfortunately, my pho- 
tographic appliance fa‘led to.work, also. 
I went into the cage alone on April 
25, 1893, and remained in it until Au- 
gust 6, Of course, I came out for 
short intervals. For my young chim- 
panzee, Moses, which I had with me, 
I built a hut outside the cage. We 
dined together, and on these occasions 
Moses was not confined, but went in 
and out at will, One some otcasions 
he behaved very badly, for the eti- 
quette of the race is not always per- 
fect, I think I can safely say, more 
than any other white man. living, “ 
.““My position was such that the gor- 
rilais would com every close, and I 
could sit calmly and study every de- 
tail of movement and expression. I 
never had occasion to use my gun but 
once, then I cocked it and aimed at 
the gorilla to rescue my pet dog, but 
before I fired the gorilla became fright- 
ened and ran away. I have seen only 
two or three gorillas while outside of 
the cage. Many things which I have 
heard before and since my researches, 
in magazines and natural history, 
about the gorilla are fictitious. 

‘I have learned more than six or 
eight words of the chimpanzee lan- 
guage. These I can not give you, for 
they are not amenable to any known 
etymology or ography. cannot 
pronounce them. If I could, I would 
willingly give them to you. I think 
there are about forty or fifty words or 
utterances in their language. The go- 
rilla certainly has ons, 
but no ceremony. 

“I learn from the natives that they 
are polygamists; however, I am quite 
certain they keep the same female as 
a wife for many years. I have seen 
groups of three or four in which are 
always one male only. It is very clear 
to. me that they have a patriarchial 
form of government. I was assured by 
a@ man whom I believe to be truthful 
that he has seen a gorilla sitting on 
the ground eating plaintains. They 


that the Na 
rarely ever eats the plantain itself, but 
lives on the meat of the plantain tree, 
which he tears to pieces. 

“The gorillas are at full maturity 
when they reach the age of 8 or 10 
years. They do not build houses, and 
are not carniverous, but omnfverous. 
Their vocal organs cre almost like 
those of men. They are not nearly so 
vicious as described. When they 
would aproach my 
take one peep and turn - away. wholly 
unconcerned, The natives told .me if-I 
blackened my face they Might attack 
mie. I had filne attacks of fever. The 
natives, like myself, are firmly con- 
vinced that the gorilla and chimpanzee 
tribes have a language. 

“I brought back to London with me 
two chimpanzees. They died soon after 
their debut into civilization. I pre- 
served their skins aad skulls. I also 
brought the vocal organs of four chim- 
panzees end three gorillas- and the 
brain of one gorilla. The brain of the 
chimpanzee which died in London was 
sent to Oxford at the request of the 
university. where it will be examined 
and an official report rendered.”’

At any rate, it is declared by 
the government officials who are in a 
position to know the exact position of 
affairs in the south, that no battle of 
aonsequence is likely, to occur. Busi- 
ness in Rio is rapidly reviving. This 
is especially true in the case of houses 
dealing with American merchants. It 
is the general opinion here that the at- 
titude of the United States during the 
trouble here will result in a material 
increase in the business done with that 
country. 

There has, of course, been much talk 
of the flight of Admiral da Gama and 
his officers on the Portuguese warships. 
Most of what has been in this connec- 
tion, particularly between Brazil and 


Portugal, growing out of the asylum © 


afforded the insurgent officers by the 
commanders of the Portuguese War- 
ships, was simply a bluff. The story to 
the effect that the police were arrest- 
ing many foreigners suspected of be- 
ing concerned directly or - indirectly 
with the revolt is a gross exaggeration.

Agile Young Athletes of 
the Turnverein. 


Close Training the Secret of 
Their Adeptness. 


An Outline of the Very Thorough 
Exercise Drill. 


Many Entries Promised for the Annual Bench 
Show of thé Southern California 
Kennel Club—San Francisco Dogs 
to Be Exhibited. 


There are some men of muscle, well 
akilled in athletic exercises and the 
feats of the gymnasium, among the 
members of the active section of the 
Turnverein Germania, in this city, al- 
though they appear but seldom in public 
events and are hardly known by name 
as athletes outside of their own organi- 
uation... Nevertheless they train con- 
scientiously, and form the best-drilled 
body of their kind in the southern por- 
. tion of the State. 

Since. the Turners were established 
here, a number of years ago, the gym- 
nasium work has been a feature to 
which particylar attention has been 
paid. A compétent instructor has at 
_ all times been in charge of the regular 
Classes, and once every quarter a field

_cret of the results attained by the 
Turners is undoubtedly strict disct- 
pline and close application to the work. 
They go through the exercises with 
precision and exactness, and obey their 
instructor in all matters, while under 
his charge during class time. A Times 
‘reporter visited the old gymnasium on 
Spring street on Friday evening, and 
found Instructor F. L. Jahn just about

veloped young men through their 
paces, . Mr. Jahn is a comparatively 
‘young man himself, and came out here 


recently from Chicago, where he has 
been engaged in similar work in the 
public schools for the two years just 
past. It was a few moments after 8 
o’clock when the reporter arrived at 
the gymnasium, and the members of 
the class were occupying their time on 
the bars and divers pieces of appara- 
tus were scattered about the room. 
Their instructor, Jahn, called out for 
order, and in a very short space of time 
the main floor was cleared and the men 
lined up in good form before their 
chief.

work done by national guardsmen. 
After straightening the line Jahn gave 
a second command in German, and the 
men faced to the right and started off 
at a brisk double-quick around the 
hall, keeping time to the word given 
by their instructor. Then they lined 
up again and were put through various 
evolutions, making but few mistakes 
and paying the closest heed to the or- 
ders given. 

The company drill over, the several 
divisions were marched off in charge of 
the most proficient of the athletes, an 
the gymnasium work proper com- 
menced, the head of eacn division con- 
stituting the under instructor... Mr. 
Jahn superintended the arrangement of 
the apparatus used, and frequently 
gave advice to an awkward man who 
might make a clumsy attempt to fol- 
low his classmates in the exercise. 
There was no shirking of work, and the 
whole class went through the course of 
training for nearly two hours without 
break or rest. At the end of that time 
Capt. Louis Breer, Jr., called the roll, 
and they once more scattered about 
the room to amuse themselves as they 
pleased for another hour. 

Instructor Jahn expects great things 
from his men in the future. -He said 
that the class was a model one, and 
that the membership was constantly;

AT THE CHURCHES, 


The Easter Services Very 
Largely Attended. 


Pontificial High Mass Celebrated 
at the Cathedral. 


Special Services at the Various Epis- 
copal Churches. 


Sermons Appropriate to the Occasion De- 
livered by the Rectors—The Musical 
Peatures—At the Other 
Churches. 


The Cathedral was crowded to over- 
flowing yesterday for the Easter serv- 
ices, which consisted of pontifical mass, 
with His Lordship the Bishop as cele- 
brant, and were very impressive. The 
music was especially fine, Father 
Fitzgerald of Beaumont preached the 
sermon, taking for his text: “‘This is 
the day which the Lord made, let us 
be glad and rejoice therein,” Psalm 
exvil. He said that these were strong 
words, but not less strong than those 
which the fathers of the church use 
when speaking of this great day which 
we celebrate. St. Augustine says 
“that as Mary surpasses all the angels 
and saints in heaven, so Easter sur- 
passes all the other feasts of the 
church.”’ St. Gregory Naziazen styles 
Easter “the festival of festivals, the 
solemnity of solemnities, as far above 
the other feasts-of the year, even 
those of Christ Himself, as the sun out- 
shines the stars.” To every thoughtful 
mind the question must naturaily arise 
Why such ianguage, whence such sutr- 
passing dignity? Has not the Jord, 
and Creator made every day as well 
as this day? Today Christ Jesus estab- 
lished His divinity, and the divinity 
of the holy religion which He came to 
teach. ‘To this day did the prophets 
point, to this day did Jesus Himself 
direct attention—it is the day when 
death is changed into life. The speaker 
said that the resurrection of our 
blessed Lord was a miracle in fulfill- 
ment of a prophecy. That Jesus of 
Nazareth died on Mt. Calvary, 
crucified between two thieves, and that 
He arose on the third day, are facts 
attested by profane history. There 
were many witnesses of His death and 
many witnesses of His resurrection. 
A guard of vigilant Roman soldiers 
was placed around the sepulcher, and 
the door sealed by the Governor. These 
watchers bore disinterested testimony 
to the truth of His rising again. The 


speaker then entered into a discussion 
of the resurrection, and said _ that 
Christ had by His own wer raised 


Himself from the dead, thereby prov- 
ing that He was God and man—man 
in His death and God in His resurrec- 
tion, for to\ give life is the sole pre- 
rogative of divine power. He closed 
with an earnest prayer for those still 
in the slavery of sin, and told of the 
great love and anxiety of Jesus Christ 
for the happiness of -mankind, now 
and for eternity, 
UNITY CHURCH. 

At the Church of the Unity, Rev. J. 
S. Thomson, the pastor, preached a 
sermon on “Christ as the Son of God,” 
from the text, “IJ am the Son of God,” 
John x,36. 

Christ defined God thus: “God is 
spirit;’’ and spirit fills the infinite uni- 
verse. Organized life is not omni- 
present—not in the interstellar spaces, 
in rocks, in iron bars. Spirit is the 
parent of all forms of life. Every hu- 
man being is a child of spirit, and is a 
god, being at the head of creation on 
this planet. Genesis speaks of ‘Sons 
of God;’’ Psalm Ixxxii says, ““Ye are God, 
and ye are all children of the Most 
High.” Christ called Himself the Son 
of God, and appealed to the authority 
of this psalm; Adam is called the son 
of God in Luke, and several other parts 


of the New Testament refer to human | 


beings as sons of God. God fills the 
universe, but Christ never said He 
filled it. If the infinite God had been 
all in Christ’s body, the rest of the 
universe was God-forsaken. We can- 
not think of locomotion in connection’ 
with a being who is infinite; but Christ 
was sent, came from God, returned to 
God, showing that His spirit moved 
from place to place. He prayed; did 
He pray to himself? “The FatRer in 
Me doeth the works.” “God hath 
taught Me.’ He refused to be called 
good in the absolute sense; ‘“‘No one is 
good but God.’ Christ’s genealogy is 
traced through Joseph; but if Joseph 
were not- his father his genealogy 
should be traced through Mary. In 
this series of sermons about Christ. we 
are striving to find out what He said 
about Himself; not what Paul said. or 
Calvin, or Channing, or St. Augustine. 
What He said about ee 
satis us; and He never sa any- 
moe that He wag God, but He did 
say, “I am the n of God.” He dif- 
fered from all other teachers in these 
respects; He remembered clearly His 
pre-existent life; He saw His. future in 
a blaze of glory; He.had the spirit with- 
out measure, a carte blanche for unlim- 
ited spiritual force for miracles; He 
communed with God, not face to face, 
but in His own soul; He rose from the 
dead and ed to his friends, ‘“‘The 
God-head dwelt in Him bodily; “He 
that hath seen Me hath seen the 
Father," in the grandest human form; 
the love, the er, the wisdom, the 
forgivenness, the care of God, are be- 
held in Me, in the fullest human mani- 
festations; “I am the resurrection,” 
the bridge over which the dead pass 
to eternal day; the human and the 
divine et in as carbon and 
oxygen meet in the flame, as oxygen 
and hydrogen mix in water, He is the 
bright image of God, and His .bright- 
ness is the torch which will ultimately 
scatter the darkness of earth.

“The fixedness of the order of 
things’’ is broken into, and the quasi- 
scientific skepticism of all time is up- 
set. Examine those witnesses. The 
fact is attested by plain, honest men, 
who sealed that testimony with their 
blood. They were sincere. Cowardly 
Peter becomes the courageous defender; 
doubting Thomas makes the double 
confession, “My Lord and my God.” 
Common men shook the world by - 
phasizing this fact, and the hand of 
Jesus has “lifted empires off their 
hinges.”’

Strange Story of Charles 
H. Cameron. 


‘Lost ‘to the World for Seven 
Long Years. 


His Estate Administered Upon by 
His Relatives. 


Finally Located in This City, Where He Mas 
Been for Some Months—Story of His 
Wanderings as Told by 
Himself. 


Charles H. Cameron of Portland, 
Or., is dead, and has been since 1887--- 
at least, that is what the court records 
will show. Strange as it may seem, 
however, he is alive, and has been liv- 
ing in this city for the past eight 
montha. 

It seems that in 1887 Cameron owned 
a half section of timber land in what 
was then Washington Territory, about 
fifty miles up the river above Astoria. 
He had not yet received the government 
patent on the land, and was then living 
in Portland. 

H. A. Hogue, who was also a resident 
of Portland at that time, owned a 
milk not. far from Cameron's land, in 
Washington, and finally made an ar- 
rangement with Cameron to purchase 
his land. : 

The agreement was that Cameron 
should receive $1500 for the land, $500 
in cash and the remaining $1000 as 
soon as the patent for the land could 
be secured. Hogue paid Cameron the 
money, according to agreement, and 
gave a receipt—which Cameron still 
has—showing’ the $500 paid, and that 
the remaining $1000 was to be paid 
as soon as the government patent could 
be obtained,. 

Cameron received the $500, and on 
that very night disappeared. Every 
effort to ascertain his whereabouts 
proved fruitless. It was thought he 
might have been murdered and his hody 
buried in some of the immense plies 
of sawdust near one of the saw mills 
he used to pass, but no evidence could 
be had to sustain such a theory. His 
relatives also thought he might have 

pressed in sery- 
ice aboard some ship. They, there- 
fore, waited for about three years, so as 
to give him time to reach some port 
and either return in person or else com- 
municate with them as to where he 


was. 

Hearing nothing from him after three 
years, his relatives had his brother 
appointed as administrator on his es- 
tate, and his property matters were 
thus finally closed up. 

Cameron, who at present goes by the 
name of C. H, Cowan, is living in a 
small house near First street and not 
far east of the Terminal railway depot.

Hogue he felt a strong inclination to 
atart out and see re of the world, 
ke Daniel Boone he enjoyed being 
one, He had a number of times te- 
fore left his relatives without inform- 
ing them of his whereabouts and re- 
turned after an absence of years. He 
did not think of his relatives being 
worried about him this time, and +0 dia 
not: let them know of his dearture. 
Having never had much to ilo with 
law or with matters appertainiag to it 
he did not think of any difficulty aris- 
ing from the legal questions, which by 
his. mysterious disappearance would be 
ral regarding his property.

The thought of informing his rela- 
tives as to his whereabouts of OC- 
ocurred to him, but, as h2 had but little 
ahead, he did not make himself known 
to them while matters were in such 
shape with him. What he constantly 
had in mind was, by some plece of 
good luck, to obtain a snug fortune— 
even though it might be a small one 
and then present himself in handsome 
style to his wondering and astonished 
relatives and old ends. Fortune 
failing to.smile on him, save from a 
distance, he did not let his people know 
of his existence.

at last settled in Los Angeles. 

Since last August he has lived at the 
place above mentioned, and ‘earned a 
living by peddling fish, He -keeps a 

ree, and, after having cleaned and 
cared for the fish whicn he gets, he 
drives about the city selling them. 

Having lived alone for s0 many years 
‘he has adopted a style of his own in 
keeping house, which, although rit 
might not prove satisfactory to a New 
England housewife, is ordinarily com- 
fortable. 


The house has two rooms, the front 
one of which is about ten feet square, 
A framework in one corner, vided 
with’ blankets, gervea. for a bed. A 
amall table holdg what dishes he needs 
out of which to eat, and near by is a 
gasoline. 


sstove and alittle lamp stove, | 


which can be used when the gasoline 
stove is not needed. 

The room also contains a chair and 
few other articles necessary. 

In the room behind the front one are 
stored more or less of the things needed 
for cleaning fish. A hose connected 
with an outside hydrant renders it 
easy to get water. A hole in the rear 
ot the room permits of feeding and 
watering the horse in the adjoining 
stable without leaving the house. Mr. 
Cowan, or Cameron, as his real name 
is, has gone through enough interest- 
ing experiences ‘to fill several dime nov- 
ela with lively reading. He has fought 
Indians, shot, bears, prospected for gold, 
traveled extensively and worked in the 
fishing business with considerable suc- 


cess. 

Although apparently not more than 
60, he says he is more than 60 years of 
age. Almost always healthy, he has of 
late found himself not so well, and, in 
fact, is some of the time not able to 
work, He says he has seen about as 
much as life as he wants to. As to 
whether he was ever married, he says 
he once was, but has but little to say 
in regard to it, except to express him- 
self as much di sted with it elif. It 
is understood, h@wever, that before his 
mysterious. disappearance from Port- 
land he came from Chicago to get 
away from a woman with whom he 
had injudiciously associated, and who 
bem two daughters, although not by 

m. 

This woman had been robbing and 
blackmailing him out of money, and 
followed him to Oregon, where she con- 
tinued her persecutions. 

The question of whether Cameron will 
be able to get back the $1000 shown to 
be due him on the note given him by 
Mr, Hogue, may prove an interesting 
one. When Cameron's estate was ad- 
ministered upon, Hogue paid the $1000, 
so it will be seen that Hogue has no 
further responsibility in the matter. 
If there are a number of heirs, and the 
estate has been divided between them, 
it may be a difficult legal question to 
settle whether they can be made to re- 
turn their .respective inheritances to 
the one who legally is deceased.

that their@ was earlier, as well 
as better, and there has been more 
iridescent imagination than golden. 
fruit brought to bear on the contro- 
versy. 
. Now, the competition at the Mid- 
winter Fair has settled all this. There 
is no longer room for jealous bicker- 
ing and sneerjng recriminations. The 
upshot of the awards has been that 
one. section. is.just about as good as 
another, atid ‘that all may enter in'to 
a comtipetition with equal hopes of pre- 
‘ferment. 

The ermninent pomologists who made 
the awards cannot be charged with 
favoritism. They had no notion where 
the differént specimens came from. 
They were given the fruit itself to 
test without being let into the secret 
of its locality, or the personnel of the 
exhibitors. 

“~From all their tasting, measuring 
and handling they came to one broad 
conclusion: 

“There is no possible way of. telling 
from what part of the State the differ- 
ent samples come, and mo person liv- 
ing can tell.’’ 

Then the distribution of the awards 
was such as to show that Northern, 
Central and Southern California all 
have favored localities, which produce 
,the.orange at its very best, and that 


+ nO one county, one section or one di- 


‘vision can say: ‘This is the real cit- 
belt. ‘All, the rest are counter- 

‘Prof. Emory E. Smith, who is at the 
head of the agricultural and horticul- 
tural exhibit and the professor of hor- 
ticulture at the Stanford University, 
said yesterday: 

There is no longer any doubt that 
Northern and Central California can 
enter into. full competition with South- 
ern California in a display of citrus 
fruits. In the Southern California dis- 
play Tulare entered and really swept 
— She made a wonderful show- 

“Now along come Butte and Tehama 
and some of the other northern coun- 
ties and get enough commendation from 
the judges to show that they are no 
whit behind in the competition. No 
man can say that the very best oranges 
come from any one section, for the 
awards show that several sections are 
equally favored. Then, td6o,. all this 
talk about priority. regarding time of 
ripening goes for nothing, as the ex- 
hibit has shown that all sections may 
compete with each other at their very 
best at exactly the same time. 

“As to relative merit, Butte seéms 
to excel in the production of St. 
Michael oranges, as most of the high 
awards went to that county. San Diego, 
Los Angeles and Tulare also showed 
excellent specimens, however. In rais- 
ing Washington navels, Los Angeles 
excelled, with Butte, Ventura and Riv- 
erside well up. Phoenix, Ariz.,. also 
sent specimens which took high rank. 
Tulare also sent specimens which nar- 
rowly missed getting in the front rank. 
Los Angeles and Tehama led off on 
the Mediterranean sweets, while Tulare 
showed seedlings of the highest grade. 
Though there were no Malta bloods 
considered of first-grade excellence, 
there was little to choose in the matter 
of points between Butte, Riverside, Los 
Angeles, Tulare and some of the Ven- 
tura and San Diego displays. San Ber- 
nardino sent tangerines of the highest 
class. 

“So you see how different sections 
produce equally good fruit. One section: 
may lose in thickness of skin, but make 
up in sweetness or.commercial quality. . 
A good commercial orange is one of 
the greatest requisites. It is in mos gf 
point that California excels. 

“Take some of the Indian River cr. 
anges of Florida and for lusciousness 
and juciness they may excel anything 
we have in California, but one box of our 
oranges is worth three of theirs for 
commercial purposes, because their cr- 
anges will not keep and ours will. 

“In the judgment on commerci..l 
boxes of oranges Butte was given the 
first place, Riverside the second and 
Los Angeles the third. As a matter of 
fact, however, Los Angeles showed’ the 
best commercial oranges, and had them 
packed in the best style. But they 
foolishly put them in competition in 
a fancy oak box with picture-frame 
molding cnd all that sort of thiny. Of 
course such a box had no c .1mmercial 
value .whatever,.as ihe cost of tbe box 
| would be three times the. cust #if-1he 
oranges in it. So Los Angeles lost more 
points on the box than could he made 


ing. Butte, however, showed a remark- 
ably handsome box of oranges, commer- 
‘cially considered. 

“Here is what Prof. E. J. Wickson 
of the State University, who was one 
pode cad judges, has to say regarding lo- 
ca 

? “The contest will stronzlv enforce 
the conclusion which all fair-minded 
people reached from their own observa- 
tions long ago, and that is that many 
parts of the State are producing oranges 
of the wee grade and that it is nu 


longer any ‘* use to claim 
that. any: locality has a mo 
citrus conditions.

The -records show that fruit from 
widely distant regions scored actually 
the same figure in many cases, and 
where there is possibly a difference of 
a point or two, it was, perhaps, owing 
to the Chance that tnrew a better fpe- 
cimen under the xnife at one time than 
another.’ 

“So, take it’ for all-in all, though 
Southern California, of course, rad the 
most numerous exhibits, though some 
counties like Placer and !*resno were 
not properly: represented,, and: thcvgh 
some specially spirited men have gone 
into the-raising of citrus fruits in Tu- 
lare, it cannot be said that there is 
any one spot which is the real citrus 
belt. of California.”’ 

(While all that is said above ts prob-. 
ably. true, to be absolurely fair the 
judges should have stated that, while 
oranges can doubtless be produced in 
many sections of the State, as a matter 
of fact orange-growing as a business 
is confined to the-southern portion ex- 
clusively, a statement which will be 
borne out by reference to the shipping 
Statistics,—Ed Times.)

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MUNICIPAL REFORM. 


Séme Corrections and Additions to Mr. Me« 
dill’'s Remarks. 

LOS ANGBDLES, March 25.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.)’ The report of 
my remarks at the municipal reform 
meeting of Saturday night Was gen- 
erally correct; But I find some errors; 
either of misdpprehetisicn on the part 
of the reporter, or made by riyseif. 
I may have “dropped some stitches” 
in the thread ofthe discourse. Will 
you please permit me to correct them? 


Speaking of the present Chicago po- 


lice and fire departments, I am re- 
ported as saying: 

“We have one Commissioner of Po- 
lice, called the Chief of Police. We 
have one head of the fire department, 
and it is a very large fire department— 
I think there are one hundred engines 
or more and three thousand firemen 
or more, and the chief officer is called 
the Fire Marshal. We have three or 
four more officers, We. have one 
Health Officer.” 

This should read: “We have only 
one Commissioner of Police, called the 
Chief of Police, instead of a board of 
police commissioners, as under our old 
charter, and the force now numbers 
nearly three thousand men. Instead 
of-a fire board, as formerly, we have 
mow one chief officer, called the Fire 
Marshal. We have thus unified the 
control and management of those two 
great and important departments; 
thereby rendering them far more effi- 
cient and useful. We have three or 
four other chiefs, or heads of depart- 
ments, such as the Commissioner of 
Public Works, which formerly was con- 
ducted by a board of irresponsibility, 
extravagance and inefficiency. We have 
now a Health Officer in place of a 
health board of half a dozen wrangling 
physicians. We released the doctors 
and returned them to their private 
practice, while our one Health Officer 
looks after the sanitation of the city 
far more efficiently than did the large 
board of doctors. We had a board of 
assessment and collection of city taxes, 
which cost a great deal of money to 
run. We abolished it and saved the 
expense,”’ etc. 

In another place the report of my 
remarks reads, viz.: 

“Now, the charter was passed upon 
the theory that the Mayor was not 
to be intrusted; that the one-man power 
was a bad theory; that nothing less 
than a division of powers with numer- 
ous men was a safe thing for the good 
‘of the entire city,” etc. 

This should read: “Now, our old 
anti-fire charter was made upon the 
theory,” etc. As reported, the reader 
might suppose I was speaking of our 
new charter, although the cofttext of 
mv remarks should correct such im- 
pression, 

Speaking of Gen. Sheridan’s work on 
the night of the great fire, the report 
should read that “he acted as Mayor 
for us, and helped to save ‘part of the 
tower.’ "' Not all of it, for more than 
half of it was destroyed. The report 
says: “The speaker explained that the 
system of assessment and tax collec- 
tions in Chicago is so systematized that 
& property-owner can at one time «nd 
one place pay all of his taxes for a 
year. Such being the case there is 
little danger of cloud being wiaced on 
a man’s property while he is asleep,” 

Let me this make this important mat- 
ter a little clearer than the condensed 
femert does. Under the old Chicago char- 
ter the city taxes were assessed and 
collected by the machinery of a city 
board of assessments—a costly, cum- 
bersome contrivance, which largely in- 
creased the number of tax-eating offi- 
cials. Our special assessments were 
also reduced to judgments and collected 
at certain times thereafter by the city 
tax-collecting machinery; so that the 
taxpayers were subjected to the trouble 
and annoyance of keeping track cf and 
paying their city taxes and special. as- 
sessments to one set of officials, and 
their State and county “and school 
taxes to the county collec*turs at other 
times and places. Thus property-own- 
ers were constantly finding some of 
their property sold to buyers for de-. 
linquent taxes or assessments, which 
they had to redeem from those sharks 
at great cost for judgments, penalties 
and redemption fees. 

Under our new charter all taxes for 
city purposes are collected with the 
State, county and school taxes by the 
county collectors and treasurer, all at 
one time and place. Hence a tax re- 
ceipt to a citizen covers and inclu4dos all 
his taxes and assessments of every de- 
scription for a whole year. 

The City Comptroller has nly to 
certify to the County Auditor the 
amount of city appropriations in the 
lump, and they are extended cn the 
county tax-books and collected with 
other State and county taxes at the 
Same time, and are paid ‘ver to the 
City Treasurer as 
And thus there is but one delinquent 
list to be advertised and one )udgment 
to be taken into court for unpaid taxes 
on any piece of property. 

The city authorities also raake out a 
complete list of all special assessments 
levied against each person’s real estate 
for improvements thereon, which lst is 
handed over once a year to the Ccunty 
Clerk (Auditor), who extends the same 
on his tax duplicates, and they are col- 
lected at the same time, plac? and inen- 
ner as all taxes on real estate. 

The people of Chicago find it a great 
comfort and convenience to have their 
city taxes and assessments dealt with 
in the foregoing way. It is an. Im- 
mense improvement upon the firmer 
method of a separate city assessment 
and collective procedure. 

Mr. Harmon, in the course of his re- 
marks concerning the Brooklyn chartér, 
expressed the opinion that the new char- 
ter of his city was much superior to 
that of Chicago in one respect, that 
the Brooklyn Mayor 
to appoint and remove the chiefs of 
the departments without the approval 
or consent of the City Council, which 
the Chicago charter required: I wish 
to gay that our City Council has never 
refused to confirm the Mayor's nom- 
yinees for his cabinet, or refuse to as- 
sent to his removal of any of them, 
although at times the * political ma- 
jority of the Council has been of the 
party opposite to the Mayor. The sen- 
timent of the Council always is that 
as the Mayor is held responsible for 
the enforcement of the laws and ordi- 
nances and the peace and good order 
(of the city, he should be permitted to 
select his cabinet chiefs and subordinate 
assistants. ee 

Spill, if a Mayor should appoint a 
manifestly unfit and improper person 
for the head of any department of the 
municipal government, the charter gives 
the Council power to reject him and 
cause the Mayor to send in another 
name. But for twenty-two years there 
has been no conflict between the Mayor 
and Council on this matter, nor do I 


grant the Mayors of our State the ab- 
‘solute, arbitrary power of appointment 
and removal independent of the Coun- 
cil; as it might at.times be abused and’ 
exercised to the injury of the public 
interests. 

I quite agree with all’ Mr. Harmon 
said in regard to the importance and 
necessity of selecting first-class, ace 
spirited and honest men for Mayors 
That duty, however, devolves on the 
voters themselves, and no form of char- 
ter.can compel them to make wise and 
judicious selections. If they pat 
wisely they always have tos 
evil consequences, 

The Chicago charter authorizes the 
successive re-election of a Mayor for 
an ‘unlimited number of terms, It is:a 
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seriously-debated question , whether it 
would not be’ better to make it one 
term and out a term, and thereby re- 
move from a Mayor the temptation to 
employ the patronage of his office to 
secure his own renomination, and thus 
place himself in the power of scheming 
and corrupt rings of office-seeking and 
spoils-hunting politicians. It might con- 
duce to the Mayor’s independence and 
usefulness as a public functionary if 
he was not subjected to the temptation 
to prostitute his official powers to re- 
main -in office for a second or third 
consecutive term, when the public good 
would be better promoted by having 
him step down and out, a new man to 
his place. Much can be said on both 
sides of this mooted question, and I 
therefore refrained from to it 
at the meeting of the leagu

Sugar-beet Culture. 


Sale of the Santiago Association's Orange 
Crop Announced — Vety Fair Prices 
Realized — Personal and 
News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, March 2%.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) Any information pertaining 
to the question of sugar beets, is, at the 
present time, of considerable interest, not 
only to the residents of Orange county, 
but almost all Southern California. In 
this county the co-operaive plan of build- 
ing and operating a sugar factory is the 
only one that is attracting general atten-. 
tion, and with a view of securing some 
valuable information upon this plan of 
operation, Mr. Otto Kiser of this city 
wrote to an intimate friend, D. Meyer- 
hoff, in Fritzlar, Germany, where a fac- 
tory is now in successful operation on the 
co-operative plan. In speaking of the 
sugar-beet industry, Mr. Meyerhoff writes 
that the farmers in that country do not 
raise beets upon the same land every 
year, but instead, rotate the crops so that 
each piece of land produces a crop of 
beets about every three years. crops of 
wheat, barley or corn ing produced 
upon the land during the intervening 
years, He says that the land usually pro- 
duces from one hundred to two hundred 
and fifty centals owing, of |

more than the farmers who are not so 
fortunate as to hold stock. ‘Then, besides 
this advantage, the stockholders get the 
dividend which is divided after the ex- 
penses of operating the factory for the 
Season are deducted, and this oftentimes 
amounts to as much as 2% or 3 per cent.

cently by the City Marshal of National | 
City on suspicion of being unlawfully 
in the United States, were held to an- 
swer to the charge by the United States 
Comissioner at San Diego last Satur- 
day, and will in all probability be de- 
ported in the near future. 

From the evidence introduced at the 
preliminary examination it appears 
that between the hours of 6:30 and 7 
o'clock in the morning a wagon with 
very high sideboards was seen near 
Fruitland, which is three miles from 
the border. It was being driven at a 
high rate of speed, and approached 
from Mexico. When the morning train 
from Otay arrived at Fruitland at 7:25 
o'clock, six Chinese with bundles 
boarded it and rode to National City. 
Upon learning of their arrival the City 
Marshal of that place, and the deputy 
collector of customs made an investiga- 
tion, as the result of which it was as 
certained that only one of the sextette 
could speak any English, and his was 
very imperfect. He stated, however, 
that he and his companions had been 
down near the border working for a 
man named George Wililiams; but the 
only man of that name in the vicinity, 
upon being subpoenaed, denied that he 
ever employed Chinese. The trail of 
a wagon was found at Maitland, and 
traced from the line to the, identical 
pepper tree under which the Chinese 
were squatting when the train pulled 
in from Otay, and, after making a com- 
plete circle round the-tree, doubled 
back again. In addition to this almost 
complete chain of evidence, letters in 
Chinese were’ found on the persons of 
the heathens, informing the addresse 
what to say if arrested; but these were 
sent to San Francisco for translation, 
in order to dvoid any controversy. 

It is probable that further arrests 
will grow out of this affair, as the 
authorities have a good clew to the 
identity of the man who drove the 
wagon, and when caught he may be in- 
duced to disclose the names of his 
principals in the business of smuggling 
Chinese over the border, which has 
been carried on for some time past.
